Claim 34 as now presented is informal as it depends upon a cancelled claim. 

In the Office Action of June 3, 2003, the Examiner indicated that claim 34 was being 
viewed as an independent method claim, incorporating by reference the subject matter of claim 
30. 

However, since claim 30 has now been cancelled, the incorporation by reference cannot 
be made. 

This is considered to be an informality, and can be corrected by either canceling claim 34 
or amending claim 34 to include all of the subject matter from claim 30.
